Seven years ago, my wife, N7EMB, had a thought about wanting to get more 
and more women on the air. As she was thinking about how she could do this, 
a weekly net popped into her mind and the Gal's Night Net was started. 


First, let me give you a little history on my wife, N7EMB. She was licensed as a 
Technician in 2006 when she refused to be known as “Third Party Traffic.” She 
earned her ticket at a Hamfest. She was so happy she passed her test, she went 
and bought raffle tickets. She WON the grand prize HF radio! She went thru the 
ranks and then earned her EXTRA CLASS ticket in 2016 ten years later. I as 
her husband, have never pushed her to get licensed. I never forced things like 
resistors, transistors or vacuum tubes on her. I wanted to make the hobby of 
Ham Radio fun for her (which is the key guys) and that's exactly what | did. 
Instead of constantly talking about electronic components and all that boring 
stuff, she wanted to figure out how to incorporate radio communications into 
the charities she supports.

Direction: 
Preheat the oven to 350°F. Lightly spray 16 cups of two 12-cup mini muffin pans or 16 cups 
of a 24-cup mini muffin pan with cooking spray. 


In a medium bowl, using a fork, separate the spinach into small pieces, Stir in the roasted 
peppers and green onions. Spoon the spinach mixture into the sprayed muffin cups. 
Sprinkle the Parmesan over the spinach mixture. 


In a separate medium bowl, whisk together the remaining ingredients. Pour into the filled 
muffin cups. Fill the empty muffin cups with water to keep the pan from warping. 


Bake for 18-20 minutes, or until a wooden toothpick inserted in the center comes out clean. 
‘Transfer the pans to a cooling rack. Let cool for 10 minutes. Using a thin spatula or flat 
knife, loosen the sides of the quiche bites. Serve warm. 


Refrigerate leftovers in an airtight container for up to 5 days. 
To reheat, put 4-6 quiche bites on a microwaveable plate. 


Microwave on 100% power (high) for 45 seconds tol 
minute, or until heated through.
